DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/2/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-11 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the prior art 
Blerkom et al. (US 6870565) teaches an image sensor where analog signals read out 
from the pixel array are input into an ADC unit and the converted digital signals are read 
into a memory unit. The other various cited art of record teach image sensors with pixel 
level digital memory containing the ADC and memory unit within the pixel structure. 
However, the prior art fails to teach an imaging apparatus comprising an analog to 
digital memory separate from the pixel array and comprising a plurality of unit memories 
corresponding to a pixel arrangement in the pixel array where each unit memory stores 
a respective analog signal from a corresponding individual pixel and includes an ADC.
